Commission votes to pave portion of 
County Read 82 at cost of $78,585 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
May 12, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and accepted a low bid of 
$78,585 for resurfacing County Road 
82, near the Wilkinstown 
Community. 

The road was rated as the worst 
in the county after a recent 
inspection, and repairs were 
required to meet state highway 
department standards. 

Low bid was offered by Wire- 
grass Construction, while other 
bidders were Couch, Inc. - $84,075, 
and S.A, Graham - $86,843.80. 

The sale of a 1981 Dodge 
automobile formerly used by the 
sheriff's department fell through 
when a lone bid of $200 was 
received. The commissioners felt 
the car's scrap parts were worth 
more than the bid, and rejected the 
offer. 

Mr. Fernie Moore addressed the 
commission, and requested it 
rename a two-and-a-half-mile road 
the ‘Jack Moore Sr. Road.” 

The road, which connects County 
Roads 17 and 18, is located in an area 
settled by the Moores’ ancestors in 
the 1800's, and if renamed would 
honor Jack Moore Sr., a past 
resident of the road, who died four 
years ago. 

Fernie Moore, son of the 
deceased, offered to pay for the 
signs.and stated only two of 14 
residents on the road objected to the 
road being renamed. 

The commission tabled action on 
the request until it could do 
additional investigation. 

Two representatives of GTE were 
at the meeting to discuss possible 
ways of cutting back on the county's 
phone bill, 

The commission was told it paid 
approximately $400 a month for 17 


phone numbers and $397 a month for 
rental equipment. 

The GTE representatives sug- 
gested the commission purchase a 
new phone system and explained 
various features available. 

The commission told the rep- 
resentatives to present an actual cost 
comparison at its next meeting, 
along with a report of possible 
savings by installing a watts 
long-distance line.

have only the minimum number of 
qualified employees, and in an 
emergency, we could be in trouble. 
We can hire a lineman for less 
money than a superintendent, and 
the savings can be passed on to the 
people of Elba.”’ 

In commenting on the water 
department English reported 
employees had found a two-inch 
water meter at a residence that 
wasn’t even on the books and wasn't 
being billed. He said several such 
findings and installation of more and 
more water meters should, in two or 
three months, turn around the 
money-losing situation in the water 
department. Records given board 
members indicate a loss this year of 
$4325, compared to a profit of $4893 
for the same period last year. This 
was caused by a $4 thousand drop in 
revenue and an equal increase in 
expenses, 

English reported that beginning 
Monday fluoride will again be in the 
Elba water system. This follows 
months of upgrading and testing of 
the system by certified water analyst 
Harold Johnson. 

Increasing cost of maintaining 
the sewer system is caused by 
leaking lines that allow sand to get 
into the pumps and cut them apart. 
English said estimates of repairs run 
from $4 - $5 million. 

Monthly bills of $12,327 were 
approved by the board. 

The financial status report of the 
utility indicated a power bill from 
Alabama Electric of $144,728 last 
month, billings of $191,359 for a 
profit of $27,456, after monthly 
expenses. This was partially applied 
to a $93 loss in the water depart- 
ment; $1529 loss in rural water, and 
$16,754 cost of maintaining the 
sewer system. However, the utility 
has cash and receivables on hand to 
pay current bills if everyone pays 
their bills. 3 

Accounts receivable show 58 
water and/or electrical users are late 
with their payments. These total 
$5205.99 and are added to bad 
checks totaling $759.93. However, 
during the month the board collected 
$239.16 from previous bad debts.

A lot of 
folks have been convicted on less evidence. He is well known for being able 
to say almost anything and get away with it. Even when being openly 
charged by opponents of -teing a womanizer, Edwards reportedly answered 
that he surely didn’t chase men or little boys, thereby turning a liability into 
political ‘‘proof’’ he was a good ole American boy.

It seems 
the man had carried a suit over a speeding ticket all the way to the highest 
court in the land, The judge expressed concern over a decline in ethics, 
common sense, etc. Now we expect that to have a ripple reaction down 
through th justice system. It will not cure anything but it will help. Next we 
need to get our act together and change our attitudes a bit and this whole 
thing will smooth out.

Elba Native Provides Nightly 
‘Note in Closing’

Bob Inman, a_ successful 
television anchor whose main job 
was reading the news, was looking 
for a way to exploit his untapped 
writing talents. 

‘*How about a news 
commentary?’’ his news director 
suggested. ‘‘No,..but what about an 
essay piece?’’ Inman shot back. ‘‘He 
didnt really know what I meant,’’ he 
recalls, but he said,‘Let’s give it a try 
and see what it looks like."’ 

A few days later, Inman climaxed 
his six o'clock newscast on 
WBTV-TV in Charlotte, N. C. by 
talking about why Southern car 
drivers stop for funeral processions. 

“We struggle into this life and 
we struggle out,’ he told the 
audience. ‘‘I guess it’s nice to know 
that as we make our exit, somebody 
thought enough just to be quiet for a 
moment,”’ 

‘A Note in Closing'* was born. 

Since that first thought- 
provoking message four years ago, 
Inman has captivated viewers with 
his twice-weekly, 90-second essays, 
based on things he finds ironic, 
touching or just plain funny. 

“The response from the viewers 
was very gratifying,’’ said Inman, a 
196S_ University of Alabama 
broadcasting graduate and a winner 
of the School of Communication’s 
outstanding broadcast alumnus 
award, ‘People began calling in and 
asking how they could get 
transcripts." 

Inman's wife Paulette, another 
UA graduate, began to take note of 
the enormous interest in her 
husband's ‘‘creative outlet."’ She 
had, well, a novel idea; Why not 
collect some of the best essays and 
compile them into a book? 

Both her husband and the 
television station were delighted by 
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the prospects, so the housewite 
turned publisher. By September 
1985, ‘‘A Note in Closing’’ hit the 
local shelves... and five months 
later, the book was a near-sellout. 
Hometown Press, with Paulette 
Inman as publisher, printed 10,000 


copies. 
“The response has _ been 
fantastic,’’ the author said. ‘‘the 


success of the book indicates it’s 
something the people enjoy. And 
that's very satisfying.’” 

Although pleased by the 
popularity of his work, Inman hasn’t 
abandoned his broadcasting career 
to take on Lewis Grizzard or Bob 
Greene. But he will enter another 
writing arena when Little Brown 
releases his first novel in December. 

‘*The book is a story of alienation 
and reconciliation between 
generations,’’ he said. “It centers 
around a small-town newspaper 
editor and his family during the last 
year of World War II.”’ 


A native of Elba, Alabama, 
Inman drew upon his own 
recollections of small town 


newspapering, which date to his 
pre-teens when he worked as a 
printer's helper at The Elba Clipper, 
a small weekly. 

“Those were the days of ‘hot’ 
type and one of my jobs was to help 
the printer set the type,"’ he said. 

Around that humble start, Inman 
would build a successful media 
career that has seen him work in 
radio, television and public relations. 
He served three years as former 
Goy. Albert Brewer's press secretary 
and four years as Director of 
University Relations at the 
University of Alabama. 

After earning his master’s 
degree in fiction writing at the 
University, Inman returned to 
Charlotte in 1979, He re-assumed 
the anchor job at WBTV he had left 
behind in the early '70s. 

“It is a very competitive 
market,’’ Inman said. ‘Our station 
has been top-of-the-heap since it 
came on the air (in 1949), but the 
competition is so good, we have to 
fight tooth-and-nail just to stay one 
step ahead,.”’ 

Although he rarely comments on 
the news directly, Inman says “A 
Note in Closing’’ had added ‘‘a little 
something extra’’ to the station’s 
newscasts. 

‘We do the news...and then we 
tack my essay on the end,”" he said. 
“The viewers know we're not going 
to tackle anything topical. It's going 
to be something totally different 
from the day's news."*

Paul 
says that Christ will return ‘‘with a shout, with the voice of the

Paul goes on to say that the saved ‘shall meet the Lord in the air; 
and so shall we ever be with the Lord”’ (I Thess. 4:16-17). The rapture 
has Christians with the Lord in heaven for the seven year tribulation 
period, and then returning to the earth, But Paul said that we would 

‘ever be'’ with the Lord. Why leave heaven to come back to earth? 

The rapture theory calls for the Lord to come again to establish a 
literal earthly kingdom, to endure for 1,000 years. But Christ has 
already established His kingdom, the church, Jesus promised, in Mark

The same warm spring sun 
that brings people out of their winter 
‘hiding places into the wonderful 
world of outdoors, also brings 
another group out of its winter 
hiding place. 8. 

According to Dr. Robert Geller, 
co-medical director of the Alabama 
Poison Center, between six and eight 
thousand people in the United States 
are poisioned by snakes yearly. 

‘Less than 15 of these victims 
will die, but for many others there 
will be disability of some kind,’’ Dr. 
Geller, said. 

‘It is doubtful that the death toll 
can be reduced much more than it is 
at present. However, the number of 
persons disabled or disfigured could 
“be substantially reduced, since some 
of the damage results from improper 
treatment,’’ Dr. Geller added. 

Dr. John Fisher, Pharm.D., 
Associate Director of the Tuscaloosa 
based center, said that snake venom 
poisoning is best treated by a doctor, 
in a hospital environment. 

‘*Many of the first-aid measures 
recommended in the past are either 
useless, or make the poisoning 
worse. All of them cause a delay in 
getting the victim to a hospital where 
antivenin (the most _ effective 
treatment for snake venom 
poisoning) can be given,”’ Dr. Fisher 
said. 

Should a snakebite occur, the 
Alabama Poison Center recommends 
the following actions: 

1. Get the victim away from the 
snake. 

2. Identify the snake. If it can be 
done quickly and without 
endangering anyone else, kill the 
snake. Remove the head (carefully, 
since even a removed head can bite 
by reflex action and inject venom for 
up to several hours), and bring both 
the head and the rest of the snake to 
the hospital with the victim. 

3. Keep the victia calm. 
Becoming excited will cause o 
venom injected to be spread throug 
the body more quickly. Running or 
other physical activity will also speed 
up the spread of venom throughout 
the body. Also remember that not all 
snake bite victims actually have had 
venom injected. In fact about 20 
percent of all snake bites are so 
called ‘‘dry’’ bites. 

4. Examine the bite. A study of 
several thousand humans bitten by 
pit vipers showed that about 10 
percent did not have fang marks or 
snake yenom poisoning. Fang marks 
are usually two punctures where the 
front of the snakes upper jaw struck 
the victim, but may look like short 
deep scratches. There may be one, 
three or four fang marks. Of the 
people who do have fang marks, 
about 20 percent have not had venom 
injected. Of those who have been 
envenomated by pit vipers (any 
poisonous snake native to the U.S. 
except for coral snakes), a burning 
sensation or pain starts at the bite! 
within 5 to 10 minutes and quickly 
gets worse. Swelling also begins and 
may start to spread up the bitten arm 
or leg (the Mohave rattler, found in 
Arizona and Southern California 
generallly cause much more pain and 
swelling than other pit viper bites). 
Other teeth marks, which look like 

‘light punctures or scratches may also 
be near the fang marks. Disinfect the 
bite area. 

5. Imobilize the bite area and

Addition To Any 


Medicine Chest 


Ipecac. It is a funny word for a 
medicine that could save a life. Over

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delay this process. Only stop to 
administer first-aid if you are sure 
that it will help and that the time 
requred to deliver the first-aid will 
not cause so much delay that the 
victim ends up worse off than if you 
had used the time to keep moving 
towards medical care.

LETTER TO THE PEOPLE OF ALABAMA 


Gov. Wallace Explains Decision 
Not To Seek Re-election 


By GOVERNOR GEORGE C. WALLACE 


In my four terms as governor I have had to make many difficult decisions, 
some of them involving human life. And no matter how unpleasant it might 
be, I have never shirked my responsibility. 

One of the toughest decisions in all of those years came just a few days 

ago when, because of the uncertainty over my health, I had to choose whether 
to run for re-election---and a fifth term as governor---or turn the reins of 
government over to someone else. 

When the time came I faced the challenge and wrote ‘‘the end’’:to a 
political career which has lasted all of my adult life. As I explained then, | am 
fearful that in the months and years to come my health could prevent me from 
giving the full measure of service that the people deserve from their 
governor, 

The time has come finally to pass the torch to someone else. It was a 
tough decision. | have been involved in political affairs all of my adult life and 
it isn’t easy to give it all up and retire to private life. 

The people of Alabama have been good to ine, and nothing I can do can 
nepay them for even one year of the time I have spent in the governor's office. 
No greater tribute can come to any man than the honor the voters have 
conferred on me. 

There have been amusing moments, too, of course, and one of them was 
the way in which the news media persistently referred to the possibility that I 
might run for ‘‘an unprecedented"’ fifth term, as they called it. 

Certainly it would be ‘‘unprecedented.’’ No one else could possibly seek 
a fifth term because no one besides me has been elected for a fourth term. Or 
for that matter a third term. 

So, I have been doing ‘‘unprecedented’’ things ever since I was elected 
for my third term. No other governor has done that; in fact, only two others 
besides me have served more than one term since our present constitution 
was adopted in 1901. They were Bib Graves and James E. ‘Big Jim’’ 
Folsom. - 

We did have some two-termers since the term was lengthened. 

Graves, who was elected first in 1926 and again in 1934, might have been 
the first three-term governor if he had lived. But his health worsened as the 
1942 campaign drew near and he died before the primary election was held. 

Folsom was elected for his first term as governor in 1946, the same year I 
began my career in public office as newly elected member of the Legislature. 
“Big Jim,’* as we all knew him, won a second term as governor in 1954, but 
when he tried for a third term in 1962 he was defeated. I was elected governor 
that year for my first term. 

In those days the governor couldn't succeed himself in office. He, or she, 
could serve one term, stay out four years, and then come back and serve 
another term, But the state constitution prohibited him or her from serving 
two consecutive terms. 

Consequently, I couldn't run for re-election when my first term was over. 
But my late wife Lurleen ran in my place in 1966 and won an overwhelming 
victory. In the Democratic primary she had nine opponents and she got more 
votes than all nine combined. 

She was the only woman ever elected governor of Alabama and, at that 
time, only the third woman governor in the history of the nation. 

Lurleen died of cancer after serving only 16 months of her term. While 
she was in office a constitutional amendment was adopted allowing the 
governor to succeed himself, or herself. 

The rest is history. Albert Brewer moved up from lieutenant governor to 
governor and served the remainder of Lurleen’s term. Then in 1970 Governor 
Brewer and I ran against each other and I was elected for my second term. | 
ran again and was re-elected in 1974, and then in 1982 I was elected for my 
fourth term. 

Along the way | found that I was gaining national attention by standing up 
to federal courts in their unwarranted invasion of states rights. | was 
convinced that the voters in other parts of the nation felt the same way as 
those in the south and to prove it | ran in three presidential primaries in 1964. 
I got some 34 percent of the vote in Wisconsin, 30 percent in Indiana and 43 
percent in Maryland. 

Four years later I ran for president as a third-party candidate and carried 
five states. Then in 1972 I ran in the Democratic primaries again and was 
leading all other candidates in popular votes when an assassination attempt 
left me paralyzed from the waist down and put me out of the race. 

Iam confident I could have been elected at least vice president if it hadn't 
been for the bullet wounds which crippled me. I did run again in 1976 but 
withdrew in favor of former Georgia Governor Jimmy Carter. I had 
accomplished one thing. | showed the nation that a southerner could be 
elected president. 

Now that I have decided against running for re-election as governor, 
people ask me if I plan to endorse another candidate. The answer is ‘‘no."’ 
The people of Alabama are capable of deciding how they want to vote. They 
don’t need me to tell them. 

In retrospect, | am grateful for the many honors the people have given 
me. I will remember them always, but I can never repay them.

One of the toughest decisions in all of those years came just a few days 
ago when, because of the uncertainty over my health, I had to choose whether 
to run for re-election---and a fifth term as governor---or turn the reins of 
government over to someone else. 

When the time came I faced the challenge and wrote ‘‘the end’’:to a 
political career which has lasted all of my adult life. As I explained then, | am 
fearful that in the months and years to come my health could prevent me from 
giving the full measure of service that the people deserve from their 
governor. 

The time has come finally to pass the torch to someone else. It was a 
tough decision. I have been involved in political affairs all of my adult life and 
it isn’t easy to give it all up and retire to private life. 

The people of Alabama have been good to me, and nothing I can do can 
nepay them for even one year of the time I have spent in the governor's office. 
No greater tribute can come to any man than the honor the voters have 
conferred on me. 

There have been amusing moments, too, of course, and one of them was 
the way in which the news media persistently referred to the possibility that I 
might run for ‘‘an unprecedented”’ fifth term, as they called it. 

Certainly it would be ‘‘unprecedented."’ No one else could possibly seek 
a fifth term because no one besides me has been elected for a fourth term. Or 
for that matter a third term. 

So, I have been doing ‘‘unprecedented’’ things ever since I was elected 
for my third term. No other governor has done that; in fact, only two others 
besides me have served more than one term since our present constitution

WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature 
atits Regular Session of 1985 ordered an 


election to be held by the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Alabama on a certain 
proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, set out here as Act No. 
85-575, and further ordered in Act No. 
85-575 that such election be held at the 
next general, special, primary or constitu- 
tional amendment election after the expi- 
ration of three months from final adjourn- 
ment of the Regular Session of 1985; and 

WHEREAS, the next general, special, 
primary or constitutional amendment 
election after the expiration of three 
months from the final adjournment of the 
Regular Session of 1985 will be and occur 
on June 3, 1986, and this proposed 
amendment shall appear on the ballot as 
Amendment 1; and : 

WHEREAS, notice of this election, 
together with this proposed amendment, 
is required by law and by the provisions of 
Act No, 85-575 to be given by Prociama- 
tion of the Governor, to be published once 
a week for four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for the elec- 
tion, in a newspaper published in each 
county of the state; 

NOW, THEREFORE, | George C. 
Wallace, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday the 3rd day 
of June, 1986, an election will be held at 
the several polling places within the State 
of Alabama in the manner and form 
provided by law upon the following prop- 
osed amendment to the Constitution of 
1901 of the State of Alabama: 


PROPOSED 
AMENDMENT 
The Legislature may hereafter, 
by general law, provide for the 
promotion of the production, distri- 
bution, improvement, marketing, 
use and sale of wheat and other 
feed grains as defined and author- 
ized by the Legislature. The Legis- 
lature may provide for the promo- 
tion of wheat and other feed grains 
and wheat and other feed grain 
products by research, education, 
advertising and other methods. 
The Legislature is further author- 
‘ized to provide means and 
methods for the financing of any 
such promotional activity by 
prescribing a procedure whereby 
producers of wheat and other feed, 
grains may by referendum among 
such producers levy upon them- 
selves and collect assessments, 
fees, or charges upon the sale of 
wheat and other feed grains for the 
financing of any such promotional 
program or activity in cooperation 
with buyers, processors, dealers, 
and handlers of wheat and other 
teed grains. The Legislature may 
make® provisions | for the non- 
payment of assessments by wheat, 
and other feed grain producers, 
and shall make provisions for the 
refund of assessments to any 
wheat and other feed grain produc- 
er who does not desire to partici- 
pate in an assessment program. 
The Legislature shall provide for 
the collection, disbursement, 
distribution or expenditure of 
assessments or charges author- 
ized hereunder and to provide 
penalties for failure to make collec- 
tion and distribution of assess- 
ments. The Legislature shall 
provide for the designation of a 
nonprofit association or organiza- 
tion for the promotion and better- 
ment of wheat and other feed 
grains and wheat and other feed 
grain products to administer and 
carry out such promotional prog- 
ram which shall include the 
conducting of elections or refere- 
dums among producers of wheat 
and other feed grains. The Legisla- 
ture may provide the manner by 
which such referendum is held, 
including the procedure for appli- 
cation for approval to conduct the 
referendum, the appropriate action 
to be taken by the State Board of 
Agriculture and Industries on such 
application, the requirements and 
eligibility of the association or 
organization which will conduct 
such referendum, the procedures 
for voting and eligibility to vote in 
such referendum, the details of the 
conduct of such referendum. Tho 
Legislature shall further provide for 
the deposit, withdraw |, disburse- 
ment and expenditures by the 
designated association of any 
funds received subject to the 
supervision and contro! of the 
activities as authorized herein by 
the Department of Agriculture and 
Industries and the State Board of 
Agriculture and Industries. The 
Legislature shall further provide a 
procedure whereby said associa- 
tion or organization is bonded, for 
the examination and auditing of 
said association or organization, 
and for reasonably necessary 
rulos and regulations to be 
adopted by the State Board of Agri- 
culture and industries to effectively 
carry out the intent and purposes 
herein enumerated. Assessments, 
fees or other charges collected as 
authorized by any legislative act 
adopted under authority hereof 
shall not be considered as a tax 
within the meaning of the Constitu- 
tion or any provision thereof. Any 
pahasabing 4 requirements of this 
Constitution shall be satisfied by 
the application of the program 
upon wheat and other feed grains.

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Nursing Home Spotlight 


We're visiting Mrs. Flardy 
Carter Flowers in the Elba Nursing 
Home this hot, dry month of May - 
May 1S - to be exact. 

Miss Flardy has brownish-gray 
hair, and age has stooped her body; 
but her son Luther remembers his 
mother as a big-framed lady with 
dark, naturally curly hair and pretty 
blue eyes - a pretty woman -- she 
used to be real pretty.’’ 

Miss Flardy was born May 18, 
1909, in Barbour County, near the 
town of Clayton. She was one of 10 
children born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Charlie Carter. Mrs. Carter was 
Sara Adams prior to her marriage to 
Mr. Carter, who was a farmer. She 
received her early schooling at the 
Rocky Mountain School. 

The eight brothers and one sister 
of Miss Flardy, all of whom are 
deceased, with the exception of one 
brother, Charlie, who is retired and 
lives in the Victoria community, 
are:

County Commission told to actin bestinterest of citizens 


In a recent attorney general’s 
opinion concerning the authority of 
the Coffee County engineer, the 
attorney general stated that the 
policy of where county equipment is 
placed should be determined by 
what is in the best interest of the 
citizens of the county. 

In answering the county 
commission's question, the attorney 
general stated: 

“The attorney general received 
your request on behalf of the Coffee 
County Commission for an opinion as 
to whether Section 3(5) of Act No. 
116, Acts of Alabama 1973, p. 147 is 
to be interpreted to mean that the 
county engineer is to leave sufficient

equipment and crew workers in each 
district of the county to perform road 
duties on a day-to-day basis or does 
the county engineer have the 
authority under this provision to 
send equipment to separate districts 
on an ‘as-is-needed’ basis. 

‘*Act No. 116, supra, provides for 
the construction, maintenance and 
repair of public roads, highways and 
bridges in Coffee County under the 
county unit system. A county 
engineer is appointed by the Coffee 
County Commission to supervise the 
maintenance and construction of 
county roads. Section 3(S) states: 

Section 3. It shall be the duty 
of the said county engineer, in 


accordance with policy established 
by the Coffee County Commission, 
within the law of the State of 
Alabama . . . (5) to locate within the 
various districts of Coffee County the 
necessary equipment to perform 
routine maintenance of all public 
roads, highways, bridges and ferries 
on a continuing basis; ... 

‘*May | also call to your attention 
subsection 6 of Section 3 which 
provides: 

It shall be his (the county 
engineer) further duty, insofar as is 
feasible, to construct and maintain 
all county roads on the basis of the 
county as a unit, without regard to 
any district of beat lines. (Paren- 


thesis added) 

“In construing a statute or a 
provision one must look at the entire 
statutory scheme instead of isolated 
phrases or clauses. Alabama Farm 
Bureau Mutual Casualty Insurance 
Co., Inc. v. City of Hartselle, 460 
So.2d 1219 (Ala. 1984). 

“Considering the purpose of Act 
No. 116, supra, in its entirety, it is 
the opinion of the attorney general 


that the county commission with the 
advice of the county engineer should 
make the determination as to 
whether road equipment and work 
crews are to be kept in each district 
of the county or sent into the district 
when needed based on which 
procedure is in the best interest of 
the citizens and taxpayers of the 
county."’ 

Ata recent meeting of the county 


commission, the commissioners 
stated the opinion did little, or no 
good, in clearing up the controversial 
issue. However, after two attempts 
failed to change the current policy, 
the commission has apparently 
decided to allow the engineer to 
continue his policy of keeping all 
equipment at the county shop in New 
Brockton. 


75-year old Elba man stabs grandson 


Sunday night during altercation 


A 30-year-old Elba man 
underwent emergency surgery in a 
Dothan hospital on Sunday night, 
May 18, after being stabbed in the 
chest with a butcher knife during an 
apparent fight with his 75-year-old 
grandfather. 

The stabbing victim, identified as 
Reginald Williams, is reported to be 


in intensive care following lengthy 
surgery. 


According ‘to a statement by 
Willy C. Prewitt, Williams’ grand- 
father, Williams came to Prewitt’s 
home and was intoxicated. After 
reportedly harassing Prewitt, 
Williams allegedly shoved his 


grandfather a number of times. A 
fight then reportedly broke out in thé 
kitchen and Prewitt stated he 
grabbed the knife and stabbed his 
grandson in self-defense. 


The stabbing is still under 
investigation by the Elba Police 
Department.

New fire truck to provide additional 


protection for citizens of Elba 


A new 1986 fire truck purchased 
by the City of Elba recently will not 
only mean additional fire protection 
for its citizens, but also a possible 
reduction in fire insurance rates due 
to the capabilities of the modern 
fire-fighting vehicle. 

The new truck, which was 
delivered on May 9 is a 1986 Ford 
diesel manufactured by Emergency 1 
in Ocala, Fla., and is considered by 
experts to be one of the finest 
vehicles of its kind available. The 
truck is capable of pumping 1,250 
gallons of water per minute, almost 
twice as much as any truck presently 
in the department, and carries a tank 
with a capacity of 750 gallons. 

One of the most noticeable 
features of the truck is the cabover- 


vab, which includes seats directly 
behind the driver's seat. Two air 
packs are mounted on the back of the 
seats, which enables firemen to strap 
on the air packs while the truck is in 
motion, not after the vehicle has 
reached the scene of the fire. 

The new fire truck also carries a 
tremendous amount of hose, 
including 1200 feet of three-inch 
hose, 300 feet of 2%-inch and 600 
feet of 1%-inch, 

Another noticeable feature of the 
truck will be the monitor gun, or 
deck gun, located on the top of the 
truck. The gun will enable firemen 
to shoot a stream of water over 200 
feet and will be extremely helpful in 
fighting fires of huge magnitude. 

The large hose and pumper 


serve a double purpose, as in 
addition to the obvious added water 
pressure, the pumper can also pump 
water from an alternative source, 
such as a river, in case of a loss of 
pressure from the city water lines. 

“The new truck will be used 
inside the city limits of Elba,’’ stated 
fire chief Loyd Driggers, ‘‘and it 
gives the people of our city excellent 
fire-fighting equipment. The new 
truck will enable the fire department 
to better fight fires, and at the same 
time help bring down the local 
insurance ratings. It will save lives, 
homes and money!" 


The truck was purchased by the 
city at a cost of approximately 
$124,000.

The series of opinions on election 
law questions has been issued 
recently by Attorney General 
Charles A, Graddick. 

The DeKalb County Commission 
was informed that a county employee 
seeking a state or county office is not 
required to take a leave of absence 
unless a local law, rule or regulation 
requires it. As permitted by local 
laws, rules and regulations, the 
employee may use compensatory 
time to campaign. 

A similar opinion was issued to 
Limestone County Sheriff Mike 
Blakely. However, Shelby County 
tax collector Annette D. Skinner was 
told that an employee of her office 
who wishes to run for a county office 
must take a leave of absence. The 
leave requirement is mandated by 
the rules and regulations of the 
Shelby County Commission, and 
does not permit a county employee to 
use accrued sick leave, vacation or 
annual leave as part of the absence. 

The Talladega County voting 
machine custodian, who is a 
candidate for the county Democratic 
executive board, may program all 
voting machines except the ones on 
which his name appears as a 
candidate, 

***There is no legislation which 
authorizes a probate judge to provide 
a county Board of Registrars with the 


original poll lists for the purpose of 
determining registered voters who 
have not voted at least once in the 
past four years. If it can be 
determined that a voter did not vote 
at least once in the past four years, 
then it would be appropriate for the 
Board of Registrars to purge the 
voter from the voter's list. 

On matters unrelated to the 
upcoming election, Graddick issued 
the following opinions: 

***With certain exceptions, 
Alabama certificates of title to motor 
vehicles may only be issued to 
Alabama residents. 
***1f the city of Troy, which operates 
Edge Hospital through the Troy 
Hospital Board, can show an ability 
to provide services to health 
maintenance organization members 
at a lower cost than to the general 
ublic, the city may contract with 
MO to provide services to 
members at a rate different from that 
available to the general public. 
***Custody of a child previously 
awarded to the Dept. of Pensions 
and Security does not reattach to 
DPS upon the discharge of a child 
from the Dept. of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation or Youth 
Services, to which custody has been 
subsequently awarded by the court. 
The court must issue an order based 


upon evidence that a change of 


custody will materially promote the 
child's best interest before a minor 
child may be discharged from the 
custody of the department which was 
last awarded custody. 

***A municipal prisoner housed in a 
county jail may be placed on work 
release by a municipal parole board 
or by a municipal judge. 

***Under the facts presented, the 
municipally-owned Jacksonville 
Hospital may not offer discounts to 
members of the board and their 
families. 

***The personnel board of Etowah 
County must use the legal services of 
the county attorney except in a 
situation of a conflict of interest on 
the part of the attorney. There is no 
authority for an associate 
commissioner of Etowah County to 
hire a chief clerk for road department 
of his district. 

***When a minor is arrested for a 
traffic offense, that information may 
not be released to the news media. If 
the juvenile is convicted of the traffic 
offense in municipal or district court, 
that information may be released. If 
the case is transferred to juvenile 
court, the record should be kept 
confidential. 

***Former Coffee County Sheriff 
A.D, Tillman is eligible to receive 
benefits under the sheriff's retire- 
ment system. 


***The dominant use of property 
determines its qualification for 
homestead exemption. Property 
may qualify for homestead 
exemption even though it does not 
qualify for Class III designation. 
***There is no violation of law for 
the probate judge of Tallapoosa 
County to hire his niece. 

***The Jackson County Revenue 
Commissioner as successor in office 
to the tax collector is entitled to an 
annual $2,000 bad check 
reimbursement. 

***The policy of whether road 
equipment and work crews should be 
placed in each district of Coffee 
County or sent into the district when 
needed should be determined by 
what is in the best interest of the 
citizens and taxpayers of the county. 


***]t appears that a Hokes Bluff city 
councilman who is an employee of a 
utility does not serve in a managerial 
capacity as to come within the 
prohibition of Code of Alabama 1975, 
Section 11-43-11. This section 
prohibits an officer of any 
municipality from employment as an 
officer or manager by any 
corporation which holds a munici; 
franchise. However, the 
determination must ultimately be 
made by the Hokes Bluff City 
Council,
